Ahead of Upcoming Vacancy on the Court of Appeals, Commission on Judicial Nomination
to Hold Open Discussion About the Nomination Process in Albany

Under the Constitution of the State of New York, the Commission on Judicial 
Nomination is entrusted with responsibility for evaluating, and then recommending to the 
Governor, candidates to fill vacancies on the State’s highest court, the Court of Appeals of the 
State of New York.
